Hawksbill Summit from: 

¢ Hawksbill Gap parking (mile 45.6) - 1.7 miles round trip, on Lower Hawks 
Trail. Fairly steep hike to spectacular view. 

¢ Hawksbill Gap parking (mile 45.6) - 2.9-mile circuit on the Appalachian Tr: 
Salamander Trail, and Lower Hawksbill Trail. Moderately difficult hike with 
beautiful views much of the way, and a spectacular view at the top. 

¢ Upper Hawksbill parking (mile 46.7) - 2.1 miles round trip, on Upper 
Hawksbill Trail and parts of Hawksbill Fire Road. Moderate hike to a 
gorgeous view. 
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* Horses are allowed only on yellow-blazed fire roads and trails.
